In the past the aged indigent have been cared for, 
when succored by the state or county, in almshouses. 
In 
these institutions they have had to abide by certain rules 
and their pauperism lias been stressed rather than minim­ 
ised. 
For this reason many persons without means or a b d -!" lid 
ity to care for themselves have objected to entering such 
Institutions. 
But by the new plan these aged persons judged enti­ 
tled to aid from the state and county- since each will take 
on part of the burden of paying the pensions— will be paul 
from $5 to $50 per month, depending on condition--, and 
wilt be permitted to live where they plea* *. 
The system 
will apply to all indigents of TO years or ovt r who are citi­ 
zens of the state. 
There is reason to believe that this system has many 
advantages over the old almshouses or county poor farm. 
Certainly there will be less squenehing ot the individual 
and aged persons mnv be able to end their days in environ­ 
ments and among associations more plea-ant and attrac­ 
tive than the bare and cheerless rooms of a poor farm and 
among persons who e only bond is that they art* lit ing <i!! 
the bounty of the state. 
The time may come, as we grow and prosper, when 
the indigent will be less numerous than they are today. | bav< 
But so long as they are with us, especially flu* aged and 
feeble, they should be given what comforts and necessities 
are possible and if this relief may be given in a fashion that 
will permit them to retain most if not all their elf resp n 1, 
then iet’s use that system.

The follow in g statem ent by Dr. 
F. L. Thom as, ch ief of the Division 
of E ntom ology, in regard to boll 
w eevil em ergen ce and other in­ 
sect conditions as they m ay a ffect 
cotton, is the first m ade this crop 
reason. 
Dr. T hom as’ statem en t 
follow s: 
F'or a num ber o f years records 
on spring em ergence and survival 
o f boll w eevils have been taken at 
C ollege Station w ith the purpose 
o f obtainin g inform ation w ith r ef­ 
erence to the probability o f w eevil 
abundance when cotton is com ing 
up. 
Such inform ation is im port­ 
ant only in the locality w here the 
work is conducted. 
A large em er­ 
gence indicates that boll w eevil in­ 
jury m ay be expected if w eather 
conditions are favorable for their 
m ultiplication. 
On the oth er hand 
a large em ergen ce is practically 
w ithout sign ifican ce when hot, dry 
w eather prevails. 
Even a smalt 
em ergen ce follow ed by 
freq uent 
show ers 
during 
M ay, 
June 
and 
Ju ly would undoubtedly result in 
fnjury to cotton as 
the season 
progressed.
